Let us pray in His name Who bade us, “Have peace 
one with another,” that every good effort for peace 
and justice may be strengthened and blessed; that all 
rulers and others in authority may have wisdom to 
know and strength to do God’s will; that the vast ex- 
penditures now provided for war may be turned to the 
enrichment of human life. 

Let us give thanks to Him Who said, “I am come 


‘ that ye might have life,” for the increasing sense of 


unity and interdependence among races and nations; 
for progress made by organizations devoted to the 
cause of peace; for the outgrowth of the Church and 
the spread of Christian teaching.

There are 
also two institutions of the Province which are very 
close to the hearts of the members of the Diocese—the 
Church Divinity School and St. Margaret’s, in Berke- 
ley. The boards of trustees of both these institutions 
meet later this month. Let us pray for all these matters 
that the spirit of the Forward Movement, a deeper de- 
votion and consecration may take hold of us all in our 
work. 

The death of the Rev. Samuel J. Lee, 
A True Pastor rector of St. James Church, San 

Francisco, took place just as the last 
issue of The Pacific Churchman was going to press 
and there was time only for a brief announcement. 
But so notable a pastorate as that of Mr. Lee calls for 
more than a mere hurried sketch of his life. If ever 
there was an illustration of the old saying about the 
blessedness of a country or a — without a history 
we have it in his life and work. St. James was his first 
charge and his last charge. He went to it from St. 
Stephen’s, the parish which had started it as a paro- 
chial mission. It grew around his loving and devoted 
personality. It was in an unusual way the projection of 
that personality. People came to the parish because 
they loved him. Deeper and deeper for nearly forty 
years grew his hold on the affections of his people 
and of the community—the Richmond District. When 
two years ago his life hung by a thread, parish and 
neighborhood alike waited in prayer and hope. He 
used to tell with a delighted smile how the local paper 
had his obituary prepared and when he pulled through 
the attack the editor sent it to him that he might know 
what his neighbors thought of his life and work. 


Through the years since then the parish has rallied 
around him with generous love, thankful for the serv- 
ice he could render, lessened though it were by his 
frail hold on life. No parish ever mourned its rector 
with more genuine sorrow. 


His life is an example we all need. He was neither 
a brilliant preacher nor a great organizer but he loved 
the people committed to his care. He sought no “pro- 
motions.” He looked for no other work. He was con- 
tent that there were all about him people whom he 
could help, to whom he could bring something of the 
joy and strength of God. It was a blessed pastorate. 


Just as The Pacific Church- 
man goes to press, the Dio- 
cese is called to mourn the 
loss of another one of its fine and consecrated priests. 
The Rev. Arthur J. Child, after many weeks of suffer- 
ing and a period of convalescence when it looked for a 
little while as if he would be able to carry on his parish 
work, finally was called to the other world on Septem- 
ber 3. I have just been writing of the beautiful pastoral 
devotion of Mr. Lee. Every word that was said about 
that could be repeated of Mr. Child. He, too, poured

Important Announcement 


Bradford B. Locke, executive vice-president of the 
Church Pension Fund, has addressed a communica- 
tion to all officers of the Church in which he states 
that the Social Security Act which became a law 
when the President signed the bill on August 14, 
contains a clause excluding from its provisions the 
employes of religious and other institutions. The ex- 
act words are as follows: “Service performed in the 
employ of a corporation, community chest or founda- 
tion organized and operated exclusively for religious, 
charitable, scientific, literary or educational purposes 
or for the prevention of cruelty to children or ani- 
mals, no part of the net earnings of which inures to 
the benefit of any private shareholder or individual.” 

This relieves churches and similar ecclesiastical or- 
ganizations of the taxes imposed by the act. There 
appears to be no reason, therefore, why the Church 
should not look with confidence upon the continued 
successful operation of the Church Pension Fund.

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The Archdeacon’s Letter 
Dear Friends in the Diocese of California: 


I confess | am somewhat perplexed as to how I ought 
to address you. Customs seem to vary in the world and 
even in the United States. Should I say “Dear Friends” 
or should I say “My Dear Friends”? Since customs 
vary it might be well if I varied my salutation, some- 
times one way and sometimes another; at least, such 
a plan would show impartiality and an “appreciation” 
of both customs. 


The Laymen’s Conference at Menlo was this year a 
really, truly laymen’s conference. I did not attend one 
meeting of the program committee and I talked about 
the subject they asked me to talk about, namely the 
“Forward Movement.” The laymen were certainly vig- 
orous in their attack upon the relation of religion to 
the problems of society. I think they all enjoyed it, for 
there was enough difference of opinion to make the 
discussions exciting. The Menlo Junior College is a 
wonderful place for such a conference. heo Dredge 
and Herbert Trinies were greatly missed. Mr. Henry 
Lang of St. Paul’s, Burlingame, talked to the men of 
the conference about the possibilities of a plan to free 
the Diocese of debt. 


I am going to tell the clergy conferences in the dis- 
tricts of Eastern Oregon and Spokane about the For- 
ward Movement and when I return I want to devote 
as much time as posible to the preparations for a Dio- 
cese-wide Every Member Canvass, so please call on me 
and keep me busy. On Sundays evenings or any other 
evening I would be glad to give an illustrated talk 
about diocesan missions.

The next course will 
be for October and November and will be ready for 
distribution September 10 from the headquarters in 
Cincinnati. The commission is trying to devise ways 
and means wherey we may all come to a better under- 
standing of our discipleship. 


The past month has brought the Diocese face to face 
with the Christian realities of life and death. In the 
death of our Bishop’s dear wife and in that of two 
clergy—the Rev. Samuel J. Lee and the Rev. Arthur J. 
Child—we have realized that those who have been 
learning to serve their God during a few years may 
surely serve Him with still greater love and devotion 
in another sphere. May God’s peace be with our dear 
ones.

Oxford Group Meeting at Fairmont Hotel 


The meeting of the Oxford Group at the Fairmont

They overlook the fact that at this meet- 
ing, for instance, typical of so many others, among 
the witnesses was Mr. Eugene von Teuber, a Czecho- 
slovakian Roman Catholic; the Rev. Mr. Fieldbrave, 
an Asiatic Indian Baptist; and the Rev. Mr. Hira- 
yama, a Japanese Methodist. They might also con- 
sider the fact that the fellowship on the basis of the 
four absolutes of love, unselfishness, purity and truth, 
stressed by the group, and the endeavor to relate 
one’s daily life to God’s will, contains a lot in com- 
mon with the Book of Common Prayer and for many 
Episcopalians has brought a valuable preparation for 
participation in the holy communion service. The 
group movement does not intend to be an organiza- 
tion. It seeks to work in, rather than separate from, 
the existing forms of organized Christianity.

A service of remembrance, dedicated to the memory 
of Madeline Keller Kelley, will be held at St. Peter’s 
Church, Oakland, on December 1 at 7:30 p. m. Mrs. 
Kelley entered into the life expectant July 1 and on 
July 3 the burial office was read by Father Gee, Arch- 
deacon Hodgkin and Father Wu at a service of much 
beauty and solemn joy. | 

Besides her husband, W. D. Kelley, and daughter, 
Marykatherine, and brother, James Keller, she left to 
mourn her absence friends and co-workers throughout 
the Diocese. With exception of a few months in fhe 
parish of All Saints, Palo Alto, Mrs. Kelley’s life was 
spent at Trinity, San Francisco; St. Phillips, Fruitvale; 
and St. Peter’s, Oakland. She was devoted to her 
Church and to its interests and succeeded in keeping 
her work balanced between parish and Diocese. She 
worked enthusiastically through the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary, Daughters of the King and Girls’ Friendly So- 
ciety—in each of which she held various offices. 

Especially dear to her were missions of the Diocese 
and racial work in her community. Before her mar- 
riage in 1909 Mrs. Kelley began her service by teaching 
an evening Bible class for Japanese young men. In the 
last few years her work centered around the Chinese 
True Sunshine Mission, where she served as treasurer 
of the Bishop’s Committee and president of the first 
branch of Chinese Girls’ Friendly Society in this coun- 
try. Her last thoughts were for little Chinese friends 
at the mission and the carrying out of her plans for as- 
sisting Father Wu in his courageous struggle to go for- 
ward in spite of the inadequate plant at Oakland. 

It seems particularly fitting that a memorial to Mrs. 
Kelley be placed in the Chinese Mission, Oakland. The 
fund established by girls of the mission and the Aux- 
iliary of St. Peter’s is being increased by gifts from 
her many friends in the Diocese. It will be used to pur- 
chase a simple paten and chalice, to take the place of 
borrowed ones long in use at the mission’s altar. Since 
the anniversary of Madeline Kelley’s birth is St. An- 
drew’s Day, the committee has chosen the first Sunday 
in Advent for the memorial service at St. Peter’s, ‘at 
which time the memorial vessels will be received and 
blessed by Father Wu.

Wlemoriam 


Grace Cathedral was a garden of floral beauty 
on the afternoon of August 24 (Saint Bartholomew’s 
Day) when George W. Caswell of tender and be- 
loved memory was laid to rest. 


In a few sentences the Dean summed up Mr. Cas- 
well’s life as that of a Christian citizen and philan- 
tropist, a Cathedral friend and builder, a lover of his 
fellow men and an exemplar of the purist ideals of 
the family and the home. “His life was simple and 
the elements so mixed in him that nature might 
stand up and say to all the world, ‘This was a man.’ ” 


Mr. Austin Sperry sang the chant and hymns, ac- 
companied by Mr. Lewis on the Cathedral organ. 
The nave of the Cathedral was thronged with friends 
and members of the far-flung Caswell organization. 
Among the honorary pallbearers were members of 
the Congregational Committee and of Mr. Caswell’s 
associates. The committal service was read by the 
Dean at Cypress Lawn Cemetery, where the chapel 
was filled with intimate friends. 


One who was very close to Mr. Caswell and who 
has had a large share in our Cathedral life, Mr. 


Henry S. Foote, wrote of him: “In the passing of 


George W. Caswell the Cathedral has lost a friend 
of great vision. His good deeds, which were many, 
were always silently and simply accomplished. He 
was a member of the Cathedral Chapter and until 
illness intervened most faithful in whatever duties 
were undertaken. Even during the long weeks of 
his suffering his interest never waned and he kept 
in close touch with the Cathedral work. He was gen- 
erous with his gifts and counsel. His will remembers 
our Endowment Fund and his work in our behalf 
will make a shining page in the book of remem- 
brance. 


Mr. Caswell was born in San Francisco. He pre- 
pared for Harvard University but decided upon a 
business career in which he built up a loyal and even 
loving organization. 

His devotion to San Francisco was great and sig- 
nificant. His interest in public life was keen, although 
in civic affairs his course was characteristically quiet 
and unostentatious.

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Christian Youth Building a New World

The National Commission of Episcopal Youth met 
at Chicago from May 21 to 23, under the guidance 
of the National Department of Religious Education. 
Those present included the eight youth representa- 
tives elected by the young people of each Province;

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Seeing War Realistically 


By Harry Emerson Fosdick, in “The Christian Cen- 
| tury Pulpit” 


For one thing, we will never escape from our break- 
down of moral standards in the relationship between 
men and women unless we are realistic. After my last 
Armstice Day sermon a young man said to me: “I 
know one major reason why I am against war.” When 
I asked him what it was he put his finger on a very 
realistic fact: War kills off the men — 10,000,000 
known dead soldiers and 3,000,000 additional supposed 
dead soldiers in the World War. Start with more 
women than men anyway in a population and where 
does that leave us? Will you think realistically through 
the consequence on personal morals of that fact? What 
is the use of sentimentally lamenting the appalling in- 
crease of homosexuality on one side or promiscuous 
sexuality on the other if we go on with war? Then, 
after the war comes the economic debacle and among 
other catastrophies this means millions of young peo- 
ple who dare not marry. Here in this church on 
Wednesday nights we are having a series of addresses 
on “Christianity’s Stake in the Economic Situation” 
and it is turning out to be one of the most stimulating 
courses we have ever had but some things I would have 
thought of saying first no one has thought of saying 
yet. Christianity’s stake in the economic situation, for 
one thing, is all tied up with what the economic situa- 
tion does to millions of young people who love each 
other and can not marry. Nothing much more arouses 
one’s indignation than elderly sentimentalists who, 
softly cushioned themselves, shake their heads over the 
informal liasons into which young people enter on 
every side and ask me whether I do not think it lament- 
able. The young people themselves think it lament- 
able. They too want homes. They too want children. 
Do we elderly headshakers think the young people like 
this situation? But if we of the older generation are 
going on with war and with an economic order which 
gives to youth no opportunity or security we can not 
expect high standards of personal morality except in 
a selected group. That is the realistic fact. 


Again we will never get rid of war itself unless we 
stop being sentimental about it. War is supported 
among the great masses of the population mainly by 
sentimentality, martial music, gay uniforms, massing 
of colors, the romanticizing of what goes on in war 
and, above all else, by emotional appeals to patriot- 
ism, as though patriotism and war were synonymous. 
I think some of the pleas for militarism this last Arm- 
istice Day—alas, some of them from Christian pulpits! 
—were about as sentimental slush as a man could 
listen to. Yes, and a New York newspaper that reported 
them gave us on the same day an editorial on a most 
realistic piece of news about war. It*said that the War 
Department now has a proposal before it that hence- 
forth all American soldiers shall be tattooed in four 
places. The reason for this is that in the last war the 
soldiers were blown into such small pieces that, poor 
fellows, their tags were lost so that they could not be 
identified. Now the hope is that if we tattoo each 
American boy in four places, on both shoulders and 
both hips, there may be some chance of finding enough 
of a boy so that his family can be told of his death. 
That is war and if we could get people realistically to 
see that that is war we might get some concerted 
good sense about it. 

Even yet, however, there are lovely ladies who will 
say sweetly to a man: “Wouldn’t you die for your 
country?” I know the answer to that. Yes, I'd die for 
my country. But that is not the realistic question 
about war. The realistic question is: Wouldn’t you 


kill for your country, screw your bayonet into another 
man’s abdomen, bomb a city and indiscriminately 
murder mothers and children, let loose poison gas into 
a population and so on and on? To which realistic 
question I have a realistic answer: No, I am not will- 
ing to do that for my country and for one. reason—be- 
cause all the evidence points conclusively to the fact 
that such mass murder does no benefit to my country 
but only plunges her along with her enemies into irre- 
trievable disaster. So that anybody who realistically 
loves his country will strive to defend her, not by war 
—you can not defend any good thing by war—but 
against war. That is the realistic fact.

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Department of Publicity Makes An Appeal . 
For the first time since the establishment of the De- ap r 0 [ f him 4 S 
partment of Publicity as one of the departments of the 

diocesan working plan, that department was com- 
pelied to make an unfavorable report, when it reported 
at the last meeting of the Diocesan Council, on Sep- 
tember 6. The report revealed the fact that, due to 
adverse circumstances, a serious deficit of nearly $800 
exists at the present time. 

At the last meeting of the department it was decided 
to make a special appeal for additional funds to help 
balance the budget for the current year. In order to un- 
derstand the reasons for the appeal a brief account of 
the cause of the present deficit should be presented. 

When the department was established, in 1922, The 
Pacific Churchman had a total circulation of 700, in- © 
cluding subscribers throughout the Pacific Coast. The 
new plan of circulation was to send the diocesan paper 
to every subscriber on the red side of the duplex 
envelope; that is, the subscribers to the support of 
missions. That plan resulted in an immediate increase 
to 3000 subscribers. To meet the increased cost of pub- 
lication the Diocese made an annual appropriation of 
$2500 per year. Gradually the number of subscribers 
increased and the management was able to meet in- 
creasing costs of publication through economies and 
special advertising campaigns.
